A PeriLovs ApveNTURE.—The annals of the north are filled 
with accounts of the most perilous and fatal conflicts with the 
Polar bear.

His comrade looked, and 
screamed out “A bear! a bear!” then running to the ship, 
alarmed the crew with loud cries. The sailors ran to the spot 
armed with pikes and muskets. On their approach the bear 
very coolly quitted the mangled corpse, sprang upon another 
sailor, carried him off, and, plunging his teeth into his body, 
began drinking his blood at long draughts. Hereupon the 
whole of that stout crew, struck with terror, turned their backs 
and fled precipitately to the ship. On arriving there they be- 
gan to leok at each other, unable to feel much satisfaction at 
their own prowess. Three then stood forth, undertaking to 
avenge the fate of their couutrymen, and to secure for them the 
rites of burial. They advanced and fired, at first from so re- 
spectful a distance that all missed. ‘The purser then courage- 
ously proceeded in front of his companions, and, taking a close 
aim, pierced the monster’s skull immediately below the eye. 
The bear, however, merely lifted his head, and advanced upon 
them, holding still in his mouth the victim whom he was de- 
vouring ; but seeing him soon stagger, the three rushed on him 
with sabre and bayonet, and soon despatched him. They col- 
lected and bestowed decent sepulture on the mangled limbs of 
their comrades, while the skin of the animal, 13 feet long, be- 
came the prize of the sailor who had fired the successful shot.

Tue Pyramips.—Mr. Madden, in his speculations on the 
purposes for which the Pyramids of Egypt were erected, seems

JOURNEYVMEN MARBLE CUTTERS’ SOCIETY 
OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 


iy At a meeting of the above Society, held on Tuesday, February 11, 
1834, on the subject of the State Prison Monopoly, the following preamble 
and resolutions were unanimously adopted : 

Whereas, a memorial has been presented to the Legislature of our State 
by the ‘ Manufacturers of Marble Mantels, and Ornamental Marble Work 
in the City of New York, and of Journeymen engaged in the same manu- 
facture,”’ praying that the manufacture of marble mantels may be “ prohi- 
bited from being introduced hereafter’? in the prisons of this state; mad 
have great hopes that that honorable body wil! grant the prayer of their 
memorialists, and prevent for the future malefactors wyrking in competi- 
tion with the mechanics of our state. 

And whereas, we consider it to be an imperative duty incumbent on ua, 
as mechanics and freemen, to protect our rights, (if the ‘‘ collective wisdom’’ 
of our state neglect or refuse so doing,) and prevent their being monopo- 
lized by the convicts, or agents of a state prison ; therefore, in order to pro- 
tect ourselves and prevent the introduction of any article in our trade from 
the prisons of other states, as well as our own, it is 

Resolved, That we will not instruct, or assist in any manner, in the con- 
struction of any marble work that has been worked upon by the convicts 
of any prison. 

Resolved, That we will not work for any person or persons that may 
have in his or their employ, any person that has worked any marble work 
coming from the prisons of this or any other state, since the first of 
February. 

Resolved, That will use all honorable means and efficient measures, to 
prevent such persons as may have been instrumental in constructing any 
marble work coming from said prisons, in obtaining employment (at our 
trade) in this city. 

Resolved, That inasmuch as we consider ourselves freemen, we pledge 
our honor and subscribe our names that we will faithfully abide by the 
above resolutions. AARON W. JOHNSON, President.
